A reference to any of the recent reports 
from our Board of Health will show that 
this dreadefl disenee, which hitherto has 
been comparatively unknown in this city, | 
is on the inerease; and as our streets are iu a 
worse condition than those of New York, 
where the filth is confined toa few of the 
lower wards, while all of our streets need 
cleaning, it.is net too much to say that here 
is new Warning of danger. 

Inspection of streets and laboriousiv- 
learned reports are not going to heip us. 
What we want, and what the people de- 
mand of the Board of Puablie Works, ix ac- 
tion. Monéy is coming into the Treasury 
from taxes, and the firet application of it 
should be ‘made in the interests of our sani- 
tary condition. The cleaning of the streets 
is the most important necessity now before 
the City Government, and should take prece- 
dence of alleothers. It will be of little con- 
sequence to erect public buildings and make 
public improvements, if we are so reckless 
as to invite epidemics here which will entail 
a fearfal harvest of death, scare those 
away who cap go away, and strike an almost 
fatal blow at business, just recovering from 
the calamity of October last. What is want 
ed is action and immediate action, for by 
the prompt removal of this filth the public 
health will be much less exposed to danger 
than if it 1s done some time hence. The ac- 
cumnalations in the streets should be removed 
now, so thatthe sewers can be put in perfect 
order, and the gutters disinfeeted, and the 
process of decomposition arrested. The 
price of the . public health this 
summer is constant vigilance, and the 
Beards of Health and Pablic Works 
will not be faithful to their trusts if they do 

not exercise their vigilance from the present 
time until cold weather sets in again. Let 
it be made the order ofthe day, and every 
day, at whatever cost. Aftersuch a disas- 
trous destruction of material values as Chi- 
cago has had, we cannot afford to ineur a 
greater disester this summer, in the presence 
of a pestilence amongst us.

It may well 
be doubted whether any strictly religious 
faith ever can or ought to harmonize with 
any strictly scientific deduction. For, by 
ligiens faith should be meant a belief 
tive to those matters only which are ni 
demonstrable by Science,—i. ¢., by the clase 
fication of known facts; While, by scientif 
deduction, we must mean only tho 
conclusions which are free from myster 
The mysterions can never harmonize with 
the evident. If it did, it would no longer be 
mysterious, Nor is it necessary that the 
facts of the universe should harmonize 2 
more than its forces. Good and evil don 
harmonize, but both are facts. Truth and 
error do not harmonize, but theg exist. — 
truth of Divine Sovereignity, and the o 
truth of conscious freedom of the will, do 
not harmonize, but the two facts are as in- 


disputable as the centripetal and centrif 


but all actual temperature isa blending at 
the two opposites. So with Religion and 
Science, art and asceticism, economy and 
benevolence, government and freedom, and 
all the great conflicting opposites of truth, 
héfwden whose extremes we daily steer. 
Each is a truth, but each antagonizes some 
opposip truth. | 
To the end of time, the source of life, the 
nature of death, the cause of thought, of 
affection, passion, hope, are all incom 
hensible to Science, There is, indeed, u 
Seience of the soul, any more than there is a 
prayer in mathematics. All the functions of 
the soul are too ethereal and mysterious to 
come within the analysis or comprehension 
- of Science, as all the facts of Science are too 
materialistic and sensual to give birth to a 
religion. The mistake of both theol 
and scientists is in the attempt of either 
to furnish a standard by which to jndge of 
the other's conclusions. The test of 
ecientist is, Does it conform to facts !“ if a 
it is true to the scientific standard. The 
test of religion is, Does it promote mone 
epiritual welfare, and make men better?” if 
eo, it ig religiously sustained as trae to the 
Divine standard, The two standards are 4 
distinct as that ef mathematics, via. 
it be proved!” is from that of art, viz, : 
“Does it please? or, Is it beautiful f?“? 
When Christ preached the doctrine 
“love toward our enemies,” it would have 
been absurd te test it by the scientific 
standard, „Does it 
Neither, if it were possible 
prove that man was developed — an Ak- 
cidian, could bis scientific proof be met by 
the query, “Does it make men better and 
more spiritaal’”’ Such misapplied tests are 
like the professor’s comment ou thecollege 
student’s sonnet, viz,: What does this sim 
to prove?” “Bat,” at this point, protests the 
man of Science, “do you want 
world to believe what is not trae?’ 
No. But we expect and desite 
too much for proof,—that the seeds we plant 
will wave in the full harvest, that 
views we maintain will benefit the world 
that the friends we love will repay us in kind, 
that the offspring we cherish will Woner 
our care, that the fictions we read are full 
of truth. and that the heart’s hope of 5 
bigher life 1s itself that life beyond. Dem- 
onstration is like the solid ground we 
walk upon, and build upon, and tread u 
foot, of necessity. Bat faith in cal 
undemonstrable and unknowable 
the impalpable and invisible
